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Wife found dead 
had been stabbed

A WOMAN found dead 
alongside her es¬ 
tranged husband at 
their Newmarket home 
died of stab wounds. 

Christine McDonald, 
whose body was found at 
the home in New Cheveley 
Road, died of stab wounds 
to her chest and abdomen, 
according to post mortem 
examination results re¬ 
leased by police on Monday 

Her estranged husband, Keith 
McDonald, died of inhalation of 
fire fumes. 

Police have ruled out the 
involvement of any third party in 
the deaths of the couple, who 
were both taxi drivers in 
Newmarket. 

Colleagues paid tribute to Mrs 
McDonald as a “lovely person” 
and spoke of their “feelings of 
despair” at her death. 

The two bodies were found at 
the bungalow on Friday, along 
with the “remains of a fire”. 

Mr McDonald, 47, lived at the 
bungalow, while Mrs McDonald, 
48, is thought to have moved to 
an address in Lapwing Court, 
Mildenhall, a few weeks ago. 

Mrs McDonald was a partner 
in Newmarket cab firm Style

Cars and Mr McDonald was a 
driver with the company. 

Derek Spencer, secretary of 
the Newmarket Taxi Drivers’ 
Association, issued a 
statement. It said: “On behalf 
of Newmarket Taxi Drivers’ 
Association, we wish to express 
our feelings of despair at the 
death of Christine McDonald. 
It is an absolute tragedy. 

“She was one of the most 
hard-working, genuine pro¬ 
fessionals we had the privilege 
of working with. 

“During these sad times, 
there is a genuine sense of loss 
amongst her colleagues. 

“Our hearts and thoughts go 


out to her family. But she will 
be greatly missed by all who 
worked with her.” 

He added that Mrs 
McDonald was a “really lovely 
person”. 

On Tuesday inquests into the 
deaths of Mr and Mrs 
McDonald were opened and 
adjourned to a date to be fixed. 

Police officers forced their 
way into the bungalow at 
around 5.15pm on Friday after 
a relative of Mr McDonald’s 
raised the alarm. 

The pair’s two yellow and 
black cabs were encircled 
within a police cordon at the 
bungalow over the weekend.

Ex-boxer and brothers 
accused ef murder bid 


A FORMER boxer who worked with 
top Hollywood actor Brad Pitt is on 
trial with his two brothers accused 
of attempted murder. 

Robert Frankham, also known as 
Bobby, is alleged to have been involved in 
a meat cleaver attack at a traveller’s 
funeral in Newmarket last year. 

The victim, 38-year-old Michael 
Willett, was left with multiple skull 
fractures and a six-inch wound in his 
head. 

The jury has heard that the attack was 
the result of “bad blood” between two 
traveller families. 

Members of both families were among 


around 100 people attending the funeral 
in Newmarket of 73-year-old Sophie 
Penfold on fune 4 last year. 

Robert Frankham, 44, of Watford, 
Hertfordshire, is on trial at Ipswich 
Crown Court with Thomas Frankham, 43, 
of Stovolds Hill, Cranleigh, Surrey; and 
Sam Frankham, 40, of Eastriggs, 
Scotland. They have denied charges of 
attempted murder and wounding with 
intent to cause grievous bodily harm. 

Mr Willett, of Grantham, Lincolnshire, 
who spent five days in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, told the court he believed the 
attack, at the gates of Newmarket 
cemetery, had been “planned to 
perfection”. 


Giving evidence via a video link, he 
said he had been standing by the gate 
when he was approached by Thomas 
Frankham who was with his two brothers 
and two other men. 

He thought Thomas Frankham was 
about to speak to him but moments later 
he was head-butted by Thomas 
Frankham who then produced a meat 
cleaver which was swung at his head. 

The court heard that the victim was 
also beaten with poles or bats. 

Robert Frankham has worked with 
Brad Pitt on the films Fight Club and 
Snatch. 

The trial, which is expected to last for 
up to four weeks, continues.

A COMPANY is on trial accused 
of causing thousands of gallons 
of aircraft fuel to leak into the 
ground, threatening water 
supplies. 

An underground pipeline was 
punctured during work being 
carried out at the Mildenhall 
American Air Force base by the 
firm, T Clarke (Midlands) Ltd. 

The company has denied a 
charge of causing poisonous or 
noxious matter to enter con¬ 
trolled waters, contrary to the 
Water Resources Act. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
that the leak was caused on April 
20, 2007, when sub-contractor 
Roy Clarke was drilling under an 
aircraft taxiway. 

Clarke, who trades as Under¬ 
ground Solutions, admitted a 
similar charge in November and 
was fined £10,000. 

Andrew Harris, prosecuting, 
said that the company was as 
responsible as Mr Clarke 
because it had employed him to 
carry out the drilling work. 

Mr Harris said T Clarke 
(Midlands) Ltd, of south 
London, had been a Ministry of 
Defence approved contractor 
and regularly carried out work at 
RAF Mildenhall where the 
company had an office. 

The 10-inch pipe was 
believed to have been fractured 
on the afternoon of April 20, 
2007, but the leak was not 
discovered until shortly after 
midnight the following day. 

An investigation by the 
Environment Agency revealed 
that around 37,000 gallons of 
fuel had poured out of the pipe. 

As well as contamination of a 
layer of chalk less than a metre 
below the surface, fuel began 
coming to the surface near a 
taxi-way where it flowed onto an 
area of grass. 

Mr Harris said there were 
fears for a nearby drinking water 
borehole owned by Anglian 
Water, but the fuel did not 
spread that far. 

Since the leak was discovered 
specialists had been working to 
recover as much of the spilled 
fuel as possible from the ground. 

The trial continues.

Emilia is a local 
girl and it is so important 
local businesses support her 
appeal. 

“Filling in a questionnaire 
and giving a blood sample is 
all it takes - and it could 
help change a life.” 

Emilia’s parents, Ann and 
Phil, and sister, Alice, wel¬ 
comed Domino’s initiative 
and the firm’s £500 donation 
towards the trust’s work.

Man held after stabbed 
fitness instructor dies 


A MAN has been detained under the 
Mental Health Act after a popular 
exercise instructor died from a stab 
wound. 

Mary Griffiths, a 38-year-old mother of three 
children, died in hospital after being stabbed at 
her home in Bury St Edmunds on Wednesday last 
week. 

She ran a number of weekly classes at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre. 

A 40-year-old man who had been under arrest in 
hospital where he was being treated for injuries 
described as “not life-threatening” was detained 
under the Mental Health Act. 

The move means he will not be charged with any 
offence at this stage - and may never be brought to 
court. 

Ms Griffiths, died in hospital from “a penetrating 
chest injury” after being attacked at her home in 
Bull Rush Crescent, Bury St Edmunds. 

Police later went to an address in Bockhill Road, 
Bury St Edmunds, where the man is thought to 
have lived, as part of the inquiry. 

Tony Bass, chief executive of Anglia Community 
Leisure (ACL) which runs Newmarket leisure 
centre, said: “Mary Griffiths was employed by 
Anglia Community Leisure as a group exercise 
instructor and she led a number of weekly sessions 
at Newmarket Leisure Centre. 

“Mary had worked for ACL since November and 
was a well liked member of the health and fitness 
team.

“The leisure centre staff are completely shocked 
at her death and our thoughts are with her family 
and friends.” 

The Independent Police Complaints Commission 
has confirmed that it has launched an inquiry into the 
response by Suffolk police to calls made by Ms 
Griffiths on the day before she was attacked. 

The force has confirmed that she contacted them. 

But a spokesman said no comment could be made 
while the IPCC was investigating. 

Ms Griffiths family issued a statement via the 
police. It said: “Mary Frances was the very best 
mother, sister, daughter and friend. 

“We are blessed to have her in our lives. Sadly this 
has been taken away from us, and we will never get 
over her sad tragic loss. She will be dearly missed by 
all. 

“We would appreciate the time to grieve the loss of 
our ‘beloved angel’ Mary Frances, and would ask you 
to please respect what we and the girls are trying to 
come to terms with. 

“Rest in peace our beautiful sweet angel, you will 
always be in our hearts. 

“We would like to say a special thank you to Paul 
Hickman and Stephanie Andrews-Pearce of the 
Suffolk Police department for all their help with 
everything.

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Popular student 
dies in his sleep

A PROMISING young 
writer died in his sleep 
while studying for his 
master’s degree. 

William Bridges, 23, a 
former pupil at Cambridge’s 
Perse School, was found by 
his parents in his flat in 
Nottingham where he was at 
the city’s Trent University. 

Although he was a dia¬ 
betic, he is believed to have 
died from the adult version 
of cot death and the results 
of a post-mortem examin¬ 
ation have shown his death 
as “unascertained”. 

His concerned parents, 
Robert and Karen Bridges, 
drove to Nottingham from 
the family home in Com¬ 
mercial End, Swaffham 
Bulbeck, after becoming 
worried that they had not 
heard from him for several

days. 

They found him dead in 
his bed. 

“It was the most horrific 
experience,” said Mrs 
Bridges, 48. 

She said that university 
staff had been “outstanding” 
in their support since 
William’s death. She also 
praised the support from 


Durham University where 
William’s sister Harriet, 20, is 
studying, as well as the 
backing of friends and staff 
from the Perse. 

She said: “He was hugely 
popular and had a wide 
range of contacts from all 
over the world including the 
USA. 

“Ironically he was the sort 
of person his friends would 
have turned to. He was 
really compassionate.” 

The young country music 
fan had visited the USA 
several times where other 
members of his family live 
and he had hoped to 
continue his studies at the 
University of Tennessee in 
Knoxville. 

He was a fan of Elvis 
Presley and had visited the 
Graceland home of “The 
King”. He also enjoyed the 
music of country singer 
George Strait. 

At the time of his death he 


was working on a story 
based on the lyrics of 
Thousand Dollar Wedding 
by country-rock singer 
Gram Parsons. 

A version of Thousand 
Dollar Wedding is due to be 
played at his funeral at 
midday on Monday at Holy 
Trinity Church, Bottisham, 
together with songs by Elvis 
and Josh Groban. 

The funeral will be 
followed by a celebration of 
his life at Anglesey Abbey, 
Lode, where he had worked 
as a teenager. 

His family have asked for 
donations to the Juvenile 
Diabetes Research Foun¬ 
dation. Donations should be 
made through funeral 
directors Southgate of 
Newmarket.

POLICE have been 
more successful in 
catching law-breakers 
in Newmarket than 
most of the other 30 
neighbourhood areas 
of Suffolk during the 
past year. 

A detection rate of 
45.4 per cent has been 
recorded in the area 
covered by the New¬ 
market safer neigh¬ 
bourhood team, which 
includes the village of 
Exning. 

Only the central 
Bury St Edmunds area 
is better with a 
detection rate of more 


than 53 per cent. 

Overall crime in the 
Newmarket police sec¬ 
tor has dropped by 15 J 
offences to 2,306 dur¬ 
ing the 12 months to 
the end of March, Insp 
Simon Clifton told 
town councillors. 

He said: “It’s a very 
good result for the 
police in Newmarket 
and everyone who 
takes part in the 
tasking process.” 

Police in the town 
had beaten the target 
of a 32 per cent det¬ 
ection rate, he added. 

He told the council 


that crimes of violence 
were down by 90 to 
649. 

Drug offences were 
up - due to “pro-act¬ 
ive” policing by raiding 
suspected dealers and 
houses used for drug 
production. Figures 
presented to coun¬ 
cillors showed 179 
drug offences, 16 more 
than the previous year.

Developers appeal against refusal of planning 
permission for hotel and restaurant complex 


AN APPEAL has been lodged 
against the refusal of planning 
permission for a controversial town 
centre hotel and restaurant 
complex. 

The scheme for a Premier Inn on 
Newmarket’s Technical Institute 
site was rejected after objections 
from racehorse trainers, the town 
council and the Save Historic 
Newmarket action group. 

They were worried about an 
increase in traffic and were also 
unhappy at the design of the new 
building which would stand at the 


junction of Fred Archer Way and 
Fordham Road - opposite the 
town’s Waitrose store. 

Now developers Reef Estates 
have lodged an appeal which will 
be considered in writing by a 
planning inspector. 

At the same time the town 
council has suggested that 
proposals to convert the 
neighbouring former Conservative 
Club into a restaurant and cafe 
should be incorporated into the 
larger scheme. 

The Conservative Club scheme is 


being proposed by Foremark 
Estates - understood to be an 
associated company of London- 
based Reef Estates. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, a former 
mayor, told the town council’s 
development and planning com¬ 
mittee: “I have no objection to the 
change of use [of the old club 
building], but this is a prime site 
and I feel it should be a prestigious 
development.” 

He suggested planners should 
pass on the town council’s views to 
Reef Estates to see if the two 


schemes could be combined. 

The committee agreed to put off 
making a formal comment on the 
conversion proposal until a 
response is received about the 
suggestion of putting the two 
schemes together. 

The Conservative Club’s building, 
which dates from 1892, has been 
empty since January when the club 
closed due to falling income. 

The club’s committee has been in 
talks with the development 
company about selling the building 
- subject to planning permission. 
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Wine warehouse 
plans turned down

PLANS for a retail wine 
warehouse at a busy road 
junction have been rej¬ 
ected by councillors. 

The controversial proposals 
by national company Majestic 
Wine to build a new outlet in 
Newmarket had faced opp¬ 
osition from the town council 
and the Save Historic New¬ 
market action group. 

Both organisations wel¬ 
comed the company’s plan to 
invest in the town. But they 
opposed the design of the 
building which they said 
would detract from the 
historic Clocktower nearby. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s planning 
committee agreed with their 
views and turned down 
Majestic’s application for 
permission on the grounds 
that it would be out of keeping 
with the town’s conservation 
area. 

They also refused per¬ 
mission to demolish derelict 
Heath Cottage as part of the 
scheme to redevelop the 
closed-down tyre depot at the 
junction of Bury Road and Old 
Station Road. 

District council planners 
had argued that the scheme 
was acceptable and recom¬ 
mended approval of the plans. 

But they accepted that 
refusal of planning permission 
on design grounds could be 
supported if the company was 
to appeal against the com¬ 
mittee’s decision. 

The proposed new building 
would have a buff-pink render 
on the walls and entrance 
columns in “fathom blue”. 



Speeders caught in 
villages crackdown 


A POLICE clampdown 
on speeding caught 20 
drivers exceeding 
limits in villages.

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Kebab shop 
can now 
stay open 
until 2am 


A KEBAB shop has been 
allowed to stay open 
until 2am - despite con¬ 
cerns by the police that 
it could lead to more 
street violence. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council have com¬ 
plained that they did not have 
the opportunity to comment 
on the application by New¬ 
market Kebab House to 
extend its opening hours. 

And councillors who 
wanted to voice their object¬ 
ions to Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing act sub¬ 
committee were annoyed that 
they were unable to do so 
because they were outside the 
time limit. 

Police argued that the shop, 
in Wellington Street, should 
stick to its current closing time 
of midnight Sunday to 
Thursday and lam Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

Sgt Mark Shipton told the 
three-member sub-committee 
that police records showed 
there had been 54 violent and 
public order incidents in 
Wellington Street since 
December, 2005, and around 
eight could be directly 
attributed to the presence of 
the shop. 

He said the owner, Mehmet 
Ali Kurt, and his staff had not 
responded to police cam¬ 
paigns aimed at reducing 
crime in the area. 

He said that officers on duty 
at weekends, when the town is 
busy with people attending 
nightclubs and late-licence 
pubs, would be further 
stretched by the later opening

hours at the shop. 

But David Dadds, barrister 
and solicitor representing the 
shop, said the allocation of 
police resources was a matter 
for the chief constable. 

“A legitimate and lawful 
business should not be 
restricted in its ability to 
trade,” he said. 

The shop originally applied 
for at extension to 3.30am on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

But Mr Dadds told the sub¬ 
committee that Mr Kurt would 
be content to close at 2am. 

The committee agreed to 
the extended opening hours 
on condition that the shop 
employs a registered door 
supervisor between lam and 
2am, installs CCTV in accord¬ 
ance with police req¬ 
uirements, and undertakes to 
clear up litter outside the 
shop. 

Speaking after the sub¬ 
committee hearing, Cllr Susan 
Honeyford, one of the 
councillors who was unable to 
address the meeting, said: “I’m 
disappointed that the 
additional hour was granted. 
But I’m pleased there are 
conditions attached to it. 

“We hope there will be no 
increase in crime in 
Wellington Street, but 
residents must be vigilant and 
report and problems they 
see.” 


Pizza delivery driver 
held up at knifepoint 


A PIZZA delivery driver was 
threatened by a knife wielding 
robber wearing a hooded top.

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Speed boss banned 
for hitting 102mph

A SPEED camera 
boss has been ban¬ 
ned from driving for 
six months after he 
was caught doing 
more than lOOmph 
ontheA14. 

Tom Riall, a chief exec¬ 
utive of speed camera 
operator Serco, was 
stopped by a police patrol 
car in Newmarket. 

Riall had been clocked 
at 102.92mph in a Volvo 
on the eastbound section 
of the notoriously danger¬ 
ous road on January 4 at 
just before 1pm. 

The head of Serco’s Civil 
Government division,

which installs and 
maintains speed cameras 
across the UK, apologised 
for his high speed, al¬ 
though he already had a 
speeding offence to his 
name. 

He said: “In my role I 
am all too aware of the 
consequences of speed¬ 


ing. Of course, while I 
have had a number of 
fixed penalty notices in 
the past, this is the first 
time I have exceeded the 
speed limit to this degree. 

“I would point out that 
a potential ban would be 
a significant punishment 
on me as an individual.” 

Riall had six points on 
his licence and so the six 
points imposed by 
magistrates in Sudbury 
last week meant an 
automatic ban. 

The court heard how 
the married father of 
three was on his way to 
visit friends in Newmarket 
at the time of the offence, 
before attending a bus¬ 
iness meeting in Norwich. 
He added the driving 
conditions were good and 


there was little traffic. 

He said he had told the 
officer who stopped him 
that he believed he had 
been travelling at 90mph. 

Riall, 49, who lives in 
Reading, recently spoke 
out strongly against 
speeding as Serco backed 
a hard-hitting road safety 
campaign designed to 
show young drivers the 
consequences of excess¬ 
ive speed. 

He said: “In courts and 
in our prisons we see the 
direct consequences of 
reckless and dangerous 
driving every single day. 
For far too many young 
people it ends with a 
prison sentence, but for 
the families left behind 
the pain lasts much 
longer.”

Save garden money 
during credit crunch 


T he credit crunch has 
affected some 
sponsors of this year's 
Chelsea Flower Show, with 
the number of main show 
gardens being reduced 
from a bumper crop of 22 
last year to just 13. 

However, award-winning garden 
designer, Sarah Eberle, has 
created three fun credit crunch 
gardens at short notice (costing 
£5,000 each), to fill the space 
Fleming’s left when it withdrew its 
show garden due to the bush fires 
in Australia in February. 

Money-saving visitors should be 
inspired by Sarah’s creations, The 
Overdrawn Artist’s Garden, The 
Off-Shore Garden and The 
Banker’s Garden, which show how 
to create entertaining, 
environmentally responsible 
gardens on a low budget. 

The gardens feature hard 
materials, furniture and other 
items made from things found at 
the local scrap-yard, while 
environmental messages include 
water harvesting and urban 
drainage. 

Sarah, who runs her own business 
from Hampshire, says there are 
many things gardeners can do to 
save money during the credit 
crunch. “Use your imagination 
and think outside the box as to 
how you could use materials, 
making your garden more 
personalised,” she suggests. 
“People can stamp their own 
personality on their garden. 

“It’s much better to have 
something charming and slightly 
more informal than trying to do

something that the professional 
landscaper would do.” 

For those who want a selection of 
new plants, but don’t want to 
have to pay a lot for them, Sarah 
advises hosting a garden party. 
“Invite your friends around and 
ask them to bring plants instead 
of wine. You can always drink 
elderflower cordial instead. 
“Alternatively, visit your local 
summer fete, which always has a 
plant stall and swap with friends 
if you have to lift and divide 
clumps of different plants.” 

When choosing plants, she says 
anything slow-growing and 
evergreen is going to be more 
expensive. 

“Choose plants which are 
naturally prolific as they may 
grow quickly and self seed.” 

She recommends grasses which 
can be grouped together and can 
give you real value for money. 
They’ll also look fantastic in small 
urban gardens. 

“You can make whole gardens out 
of grasses and cut different 
lengths into patterns,” Sarah says. 
“Draw a couple of ground lines, 
mow them and come up with 
something really interesting.” 

If you are after colour, try seeded 


flower mixes in urban situations, 
she advises. 

“Get a load of seed and scatter it 
for a wonderful blanket of colours. 
Sow seeds of annuals, which you 
can change each year, and will 
give a much more natural effect 
than bedding plants.” 

Don’t overspend on trying to 
achieve a particular look, like 
over-patterning paving by giving it 
a brick edge, which may be 
unnecessary. 

“Although details are important, 
overall it’s the quality of the space 
which is paramount and that 
comes from personality, comfort 
and feeling appropriate to the 
user.” 

There are other techniques you 
can use to save money. 
Award-winning horticulturalist 
and TV gardener Chris Beardshaw 
says limit yourself to one new 
plant each month. 

“That way you will have 
something new to admire and, if 
you choose one for each month of 
the year, you can be sure that your 
garden will have year-long 
interest. 

“Take advantage of any multi¬ 
purchase offers, as planting in 
blocks makes a bold impact and 
fills an area quickly and cheaply.” 
Chris, who has teamed up with 
Grant’s Whisky to create 
blueprints for the perfect credit 
crunch garden on 
www.gmntswhisky. com/ garden 
afterhours recommends people 
shop at nurseries rather than 
supermarket-style garden centres. 
“Often there is more variety or 
more unusual plants on offer and 
you have less non-gardening 
items to distract you into 
spending more money. 

“Don’t fool yourself into thinking 
you need every gardening gadget 
under the sun. Stick to the basics 
like a good spade and fork, a 
decent pair of secateurs and a 
knife and limit everything else as 
you can often get by just as well 
without it.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Dwarf phlox 

These pretty low-growing plants 
provide rockeries and scree beds 
with plenty of colour at this time 
of year in many shades of pink, 
blue and white, tumbling over 
walls or creating flat carpets of 
flowers. They are easy to grow and 
will last a few years if given a little 
TLC. The most popular is the 
carpeting R 

subulata (moss phlox), which 
grows to just 3in (9 cm) and 
spreads around 45cm (1.5ft), 
flowering in April and May. 

Good named varieties include 
“G.F. Wilson”, which is pale purple, 
“Apple Blossom”, a pink variety 
and “Temiscaming”, a red type. 
Phlox thrives in any well-drained, 
moisture-retentive soil in full sun.

CONNECTIONS of 
impressive Chester 
winner Harbinger are in 
no rush to make a 
decision over his 
participation in the 
Investec Derby.

LUCA Cumani has said Fantasia 
could not have done any more in 
the French 1000 Guineas on 
Sunday. 

The impressive Nell Gwyn scorer 
could finish only third behind 
all-the-way winner Elusive Wave. 

“I’m disappointed as she was 
favourite, but analysing the race she 
couldn’t have won it whatever she 
did,” said Newmarket-based Cumani. 
“The most important thing to say is 
that the filly that won is very good 
and was given an excellent ride from 
the front. 

“The sectionals show they went 
very slow early on and then they 
sprinted three furlongs out. 

“If they do llsec a furlong from 
the front it is very difficult to make 
any ground up - and she did 
just that. 

“Given the way the race was won 
it was impossible to come from the 
back, even if you just have to come 
from a length behind. 

“Horses have a speed limit and, no 
matter how good you are, you can’t 
go faster than that. 

“(Christophe) Lemaire is an 



excellent jockey and he rides 
Longchamp very well, he did pretty 
much the same thing in her 
prep race. 

“I don’t agree with people who say 
she wasn’t at her best, she couldn’t 
run any faster. There was nothing 
anybody could have done about it. 

“She won the Nell Gwyn without 
being extended but obviously she 


was not up against the same calibre 
of fillies. Frankie (Dettori) knew 
when he came in, he said ‘it just 
didn’t pan out, I knew they were 
going too slow in front but there 
wasn’t much I could do’. 

“I think we’ll have to go back to 
France for the Diane. 

“That is a different kind of race 
because it is at Chantilly which has a 
longer straight and it is a stiffer 
track. 

“I’m pretty sure the winner won’t 
be there, so it will be a different 
bunch of fillies and, hopefully, it will 
be run a different way.” 

The defeat was a second Classic 
reversal in a week for American 
owner, George Strawbridge, the 
Campbell Soups magnate. 

His other top-rated filly, Rainbow
